EARTH-MOON LIBRATION POINTS 


“L-5 is the fifth Lagrangian Libration Point. But what are 
librafion points? They are locations where a spacecraft may 
be placed so as always to remain in the same position with 
respect to the Earth and the Moon ... It turns out. . . that a 
colony could be placed not directly at L-4 or L-5, but rather 
in an orbit around one of these points. The orbit keeps the 
colony about 90,000 miles from its central libration point.”
